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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 
The Examiner suggested an amendment to step e) of claim 1 that would distinguish from Klovstad. The Examiner 
explained that Klovstad adds models one state at a time by activating the next kernel, whereas the Applicant's Fig. 4 
and its caption indicate adding several or all states of a model at once, apparently at the time that the subset is 
selected. Klovstad's Fig. 10 was drawn to support the description of Klovstad's subject matter, not to describe this 
instant application; however, by boxing groups of the time sequence of kernels as a representation of Klovstad's states 
of a model, it becomes easier to see how Klovstad adds a model. Klovstad adds one state at a time, therefore not 
adding a plurality of states of each respective model when the model is instantiated. 
The Examiner also requested that the Applicant add claim-supporting language to the specification's discussion of 
Fig. 4 for this amendment..
